Red Cross Emergency 


War Fund Is Sought 


(Contributed) 

Once more the American Red Cross iS called upon to-act in an 
emergency—and to act quickly and generously. This time it is 
a war emergency appeal comiing from the chairman of the Amer- 
ican Red Cross, and today President Roosevelt, who is also presi- 
dent of the Americayi National Red Cross, added his appeal to the 
nation for a minimum -Red Cross emergency American war re- 
lief fund of $50,000,000. 

The national chairman points out that this fund is needed 
immediately to provide relief for civilian populations bombed 
from their homes by the Japanese and for those who are under 
threat of enemy action.in.the Pacific or upon the continent of 
the United States. Funds.are also required for the humanitar- 
ian work of the Red Cross for men in our armed forces. 

In this emergency appeal for funds the quota of the Upland 
chapter of the Red Cross has been set at a minimum of $5,500. 


This should impress upon our people that contributions in large ‘ 


amounts are essential from those who can thus. contribute— 
amounts of $10, $25, $50 and $100—in order that our quota be 
raised, It is also emphasized by the committee that contribu- 
tions from those who cannot subscribe large sums are urged and 
that they are just as welcome and essential as the larger amounts. 


Tt should also be understood that this urgent appeal for funds 


4s in addition to the annual Réd Cross roll call just completed— 
this is an emergency appeal. This is now our war—it is up to 
évery American to see it throngh by supporting the cause in 
every possible way and as génerously as possible with their 
money.

Upon the sounding of an air 
raid alarm (a continuous succes- 
sion of short blasts of the fire 
siren), students will go immed- 
iately to designated fireproof halls. 
If there are no such halls in the 
buildings where they are, students 
will remain in their rooms, keep- 
ing away from windows and their 
heads below window sill levels. 

No one shall leave buildings in 
which they may be at the time of 
an alarm. 

Anyone on the grounds will im- 
mediately enter the nearest build- 
ing and take orders from the first 
instructor to be met. 

Raid alarms will be relayed im- 
mediately by telephone to the 
schools by the fire department. — 

‘Water will not be thrown on in- 
cendiary bombs. Buckets of sand 
on roofs and in janitors’ closets 
will be available, and janitors will 
be ready to circle such bombs with 
the sand. 

If students are in transit in a 
school bus when an alarm sounds, 
such bus will head for the rural 
area, avoiding congested districts, 
airports, or factories. When safe 
territory is reached, the children 
will be returned to their homes. 

The administrators pointed out 
that each employe must remember 
that his first responsibility in this 
crisis is the safety of those lives 
in his charge. 

Each teacher it was said would 
have many opportunities to aid 
in the defense program ané, by 
nature of his training, should 
align himself with some of the de- 
fense activities. However, in so 
doing, it was recommended that 
each keep himself available to ren- 
der immediate service to the wel- 
fare ‘and safety of the youth of 
that schooi to which he has been
